An Exclusively British Line Mot Accep- 


table to the Commercial World 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—Australian 


papers announce that the premier of 
Victoria baa cabled the agent general 
of that colony as follows with regard 
to the Pacific cable ucheme: 
" Impress upon the imperial govern- 


ment the extreme necessity of the Pa- 
cific cable project and urge an early 
meeting of the joint commission of 
representatives of the imperial govern- 
ment of Canada and the Australian 
colonies to arrange a definite plan, sub- 
ject to the approval of the govern- 
ment's interests, as stated by tfanford 
Flemming in his letter of January last 
to the Canadian minister of trade and 
commerce 
Secure all possible infor- 


mation as to construction and laying 
of the cable and endeavor to secure 
the co-operation of the other agent 
generals.'1 


In reply to this the premier received 


a cablegram from Agent General Gills 
stating that none of the other agents 
general had received instruction to co- 
operate with him in urging the con- 
struction of the cable. The South 
Australian government aloue had 
taken a stand on the question, and its 
attitude was decidedly hostile to the 
cable project. 


The objection is raised that statistics 


on a cable are incomplete and unsatis- 
factory, and that a cable touohiug 
only British soil is a somewhat Quix- 
otic proposition, not likely to prove 
acceptable to the commercial world. 


Report of the Inspection Board on the 


Olympla'i Trial. 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—The sub- 


stance of the report of the Olympia 
Inspection Board was made public 
late in the day by Secretary Herbert. 
It shows for one thing that the Olym- 
pia has broken the record of American 
men-of-war, and that no ship in At- 
lantic waters can equal her speed un- 
der natural draught. The report Is 
made by Captain Frank Wilde, Presi- 
dent of the board. 
*He says all of tbe evolutions and 
exercises prescribed by the order cre- 
ating the board were carried out. The 
ship underwent a full-speed natural 
draught steam trial of four hours du- 
ration. 
She developed 19.6 knots 
speed. During the trial every gun, 
both of the main and secondary bat- 
teries, was fired. The minor deficien- 
cies and defects found are unim- 
portant and generally of such charac- 
ter that they may be corrected by the 
ship's artificers. 


It is said the ship is to be fitted out

Rio DE JANEIBO, July 24.—There is 


growing excitement in this city over 
the occupation of tbe Island of Trini- 
dad by the English.

its favor, it could not be carried out 
without disturbing the peace of that 
portion of the community who desire 
to keep the day as a quiet day of rest, 
nor, in tbe opinion of your committee, 
would such a course, inseparable as 
they believe it would be from attend- 
ant evils, tend to elevate the general 
moral looe of the community. On 
the contrary, it is their belief that the 
immediate effect, especially in 
the 


minds of the young, would be detri- 
mental, and it is a manifest conse- 
quence of Sunday concerts that, 
directly or indirectly, the necessity of 
working would be imposed on many 
who might prefer to rest. 


"Furthermore, the experiences and 


observations 
of your 
committee, 


limited though they may have been, 
have not tended to convince them 
that the turning of Sunday into a 
holiday (such as would be the natural 
tendency of the 
proposition 
cow 


under consideration) is anything but 
detrimental to the general welfare of a 
community. 


"Believing that the introduction of 


Sunday band concerts would, at best, 
be a doubtful experiment, your com- 
mittee cannot conscientiously recom- 
mend the passage of the resolution." 


The report was signed by Reps. 


Bond and Pall, Rep. Richards, who 
had the minority report to read, not 
belug present. 


It was the opinion of tbe House 


that the majority report should be 
laid on the table to be considered 
when the minority report shall have 
been presented.

SIB:—Your Committee on "Com 
merce, Agriculture and 
Manufac- 
tures," to whom was referred a bill en- 
titled " An Act to amend Section one 
of Act 6 of the Executive and Advi- 
sory Councils of the Republic of Ha- 
waii, entitled "An Act authorizing 
the Executive Council to make con- 
tracts for mail service between ports 
in the Republic of Hawaii and ports 
in North America and grant aid to 
steamships carrying such mail," ap- 
proved August 30th, 1894, beg leave to 
report that we have had the same 
under consideration. 


Section 1 of the present law grants 
to steamships running regularly be- 
tween tbe ports of Hawaii and tbe 
ports of North America, in considera- 
tion of the free carriage of mails, free- 
dom from all port charges except 
pilotage, and a free space for the stor- 
age of coal not to exceed 3000 tons at 
one time. And a farther condition of 
tbe above concession is that tbe steam- 
ship company shall not charge higher 
rates of passage and freights than 
those charged by the Oceanic Steam- 
ship Company. 
This bill proposes to amend Section 


1 of tbe present law by Including free 
pilotage, with the concessions to be 
made to steamship companies carry- 
ing mails. As the whole subject of 
pilotage, and tbe law regulating the 
same, is likely to come up for con- 
sideration at the regular session of the 
Legislature to be held in February 
next, your committee recommend that 
tbe consideration of this bill be post- 
poned to the regular session. 
The report was adopted. 
At 1:45 o'clock the Senete adjourned 


until 10 o'clock Wednesday morning.

man with a new apparatus for burn- 
ing kerosene oil had called upon him 
and explained the merits of the in- 
vention. He thought it to be abso- 
lutely safe for domestic purposes.

ing paper had cast insinuations on his 
motives for introducing the bill. He 
was not present when it passed the 
House, ar.d consequently did not have 
an opportunity of explaining his rea- 
sons.

spirits," beg leave to report that we 
have had the sume under careful con- 
sideration. 
Your committee have 


had before them the representatives 
of all parties interested and concerned 
in this bill. 


Your committee liud that each of 


the three, druggists of Honolulu use 
about . 
r>00 gallons of alcohol 
and 


methylated spirits a year; thatof this 
amount they require not more than 
100 gallons pure alcohol for medical 
purposes. 
All parties favor allowing 


the druggists to withdraw from the 
custom house a sufficient amount of 
alcohol for strictly medical purposes 
at a low rate of duty, and in order to 
limit the amount that can be with- 
drawn at a low rate of duty, and still 
allow the druggists ample for all 
medical purposes, we favor the follow- 
ing limitation: 
That each druggist be allowed to 


withdraw from the custom house an 
amount not to exceed 150 gallons 
alcohol each year, to be used strictly 
for medical purposes, the usual alco- 
holic duty to be levied on all alcohol 
above 150 gallons withdrawn by auy 
one druggist. 
In order to curry out this provision, 


and in older u> place additional safe- 
guards in the bill uud secure tbe pro- 
visions of the Act as far sb possible 
against possible abuse, we recommend 
the following amendments: 


To amend Section 3 of the bill by 


inserting a new paragraph at tbe end 
of the section as follows: 


"All importations of alcohol and 


methylated spirits, by or for a license 
under this Act, shall be sent direct 
from the importing vessel to the 
custom house for Inspection." 


To amend Section 5 so that it sball 
read as follows: 


Section 5. The Collector General 


of Customs is hereby authorized to 
permit tbe holders of licenses herein 
provided, to withdraw not more than 
150 gallons of alcohol in any one year 
(of the strength of ninety per. cent, 
proof as determined by Tralle's hydro- 
merer) from the custom house upon 
the payment of two dollars per gallon 
duty,and all exceeding ninety per cent 
shall pay alcoholic duty in proportion 
to its strength. 


Provided, however, that tbe 150 


gallons so to be withdrawn, shall only 
be used by said licensee for all medi- 
cinal purposes, or for sale to a duly 
license physician, or for the manu- 
facture of perfumery. And further 
provided that all alcohol in excess of 
said 150 gallons that may be with- 
drawn by said licensee shall pay a 
full spirit duty according to 
its 
strength as provided by law for spirits 
of like strength. 


We also recommend striking out 
certain parts in Section 0 so that the 
section will read as follows: 


Section 6. The holders of licenses for 


tbe sale of methylated spirits and alco- 
hol under this Act are hereby prohib- 
ited from selling alcohol except to a 
duly licensed physician, and no great- 
er quantity than one gallon at any 
one sale shall be sold to such physi- 
cian. It shall be incumbent upon.aoy 
holder of a license under this Act to 
number and preserve such prescrip- 
tions and to keep a book iu which be 
shall write or cause to be written 
down tbe quantity of alcohol sold at 
each sale, the date of such sale, the 
name of the physician to whom the 
alcohol was sold, also the quantity 
consumed by the licensee and the pur- 
poses itemized in detail, for which it 


used. 
Such book and prescrip- 


tions and the quantity of alcohol in 
jossession of tbe licensee shall always 
>e accessible for inspection by any 
clerk or officer of the Government 
whom tbe Minister of the Interior 
may appoint to perform such inspec- 
tion. It shall also be incumbent upon 
any holder of a licence under this Act, 
during the first week of every month, 
to file with tbe Minister of tbe Inter- 
ior a sworn statement showing the 
amount of alcohol on hand at the be- 
ginning of the preceding month, the 
quantity gold during the month, to 
whom, the quantity consumed by the 
licensee and also the amount remain- 
ing on hand at the end of said month. 


On motion of Senator Waterhouse, 


the report was received to be consid- 
ered with the bill. 


Senator Baldwin reported for the

Next winter it is believed the United 


ytales will put itself behind the Nica- 
ragua canal, and by the passage of the 
necessary act through Congress assure 
the piercing of the isthmus. 


Early in August, Major Wm. Lud- 


low, U. 8. A., Commander M. T. En- 
dicott, U. 8. A., and Fred Noble, civil 
engineer, of Chicago, comprising the 
Nicaragua Canal Commission, are ex- 
pected to return from Nicaragua to 
Washington. The preparation of their 
report will then be undertaken, and 
in August or September it will be 
known whether the government will 
become financial backer for the enter- 
prise or not.' The report of the Com- 
mission will be presented to the Presi- 
dent about that time. Jf it is favorable 
to the project as now planned, there 
is believed to be no reasonable doubt 
that Congress will guarantee the 
canal company's bonds at its session 
next winter. 
There is one vital point which has 
always been kept in the background 
by the promoters of the canal, and 
that is that the concessions from 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua to the canal 
provide that the concession shall be 
transferable under no circumstances 
"to 
foreign 
governments 
or to 
foreign public powers." IThe canal 
company is restricted also from trans- 
ferring any lands granted it to any 
foreign government, and all transfers 
to private persons must be made with 
these restrictions. This, it is said by 
its opponents, would prevent this 
government from acquiring any pro- 
prietary rights, and without a guar 
anteeic could hardly be expected to 
stand behind the enterprise. 
Sub- 
stantial evidence has been produced, 
however, showing that the govern- 
ments of Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
do not consider the United States a 
-•"foreign government" in the sense in

The commission now in Nicaragua 


is charged with the duty of invest! 
gating the practical stability and cos 
of the proposed canal and of recom 
mending any deviation in the route 
of the water way that may seem ex- 
pedient. 
It can readily be seen whai 
a task was before the commission 
The first duty was not so great as the 
second, because three or four routes 
for a canal across Nicaragua have al- 
ready been considered and acceptec 
by competent engineers. 
Nothing 
but informs! reports have come to 
Washington so far from the commis- 
sion now in 
0 Nicaragua, but these 


have been encouraging. 


The commission appointed to in 


spect the ruute and preliminary work 
on the Nicaragua canal, says the en- 
gineers reached Greytown, the eastern 
terminus of the canal, and began an 
examination of the property and im- 
provements of the canal company at 
that port. 


One of the most important of these 


is a breakwater 1200 feet long, which 
extends out into the sea. The con 
Btruction of this was begurrin Decem- 
ber, 1889, with the result, as predicted 
by engineers, of increasing the depth 
of water in the bay, (-o that the depth 
on the bar is twelve feel at the present 
time. .Notwithstanding the repeated 
efforts of the engineers to prevent ti.e 
ravage' of the teredo on the timbers 
of thin breakwater, the Commissioner:* 
find that tbe wood was badly eaten. 


T lie crumbliuK of tbe earth from the 


cliffs ami the washings from the sur 
face drainage has not been as disas- 
trous as expected, and it is said this 
objection so often urged against the 
feasibility of tbe canal has fallen flat, 
While tbe canal passes through a very 
wet region where the annual precipit- 
ation is nearly twenty-five inches, the 
t-flet;ti of the movement of such an 
enormous quantity of water have not 
been bad, and give no indication that 
the sides of the canal will be washed 
down in a few years— an objection 
that has been so often urged against 
the project. 


That portion of tbe canal already 


built extenoiug west from Greytown 
toward tbe San Juan river was found 
in splendid condition. Tbe embank- 
ments on oach side have stood the 
effects of the 
weather remarkably 


well and show no serious effects from 
tbe rainfall. The hospitals and other 
buildings were found in a good state of 
prrservation. The railroad which tbe 
canal company has built along the 
route of the canal for the transporta- 
tion of material and men has already 
been thoroughly Suspected and found 
in good condition. 


About two weeks ap;o the Canal 


Commission moved on from Greytown 
to Lake Nii'araKua, and after visiting 
Granada and Managua, tbe capital, 
passed from Nicaragua to the Pacific 
along the route of the canal, a distance 
of about fourteen milex. This section 
of the route offers no obstacles to tbe 
construction whatever, and will simp- 
ly be a matter of excavation.

Children's 


Society : 


To one who knew Honolulu thirty 
years ago, there are today few land- 
marks remaining to connect our 
modern city with the quaint, fascin- 
ating town of that day, aud to indicate 
what it was then. Coming back after 
an absence, heart-breaking in its 
length of two years, I fall into remin- 
iscence and recollection of the town 
and people of that time. 
We came to Honolulu on tbe D. C. 


Murray (there were no steamers in 
those days), the finest bark of the 
whole fleet, commanded by Captain 
Bennett. We arrived on the 8th of 
May, 1865. getting alongside the wharf 
at & o'clock on one of those April-like 
days, when a brisk little shower every 
now and again pushes itself into the 
sunshine, falling from some betraying 
cloud which had neither size nor den- 
sity enough to hide the sun over an 
area larger than a few acres. 
We 


brought news of Lincoln's assassina- 
tion, and I sewed the wide border of 
black 
around the American flag 


which hung at half-mast at the ship's 
stern as we came into port. The mail 
was taken off before we came to the 
wharf, and the people were gathered 
about the post-office, then in the coral 
building at tbe east end of the present 
office, absorbed with tbe sad news we 
brought. A day or two after a public 
meeting was held to do honor to tbe 
martyred president. Father Damon, 
of blessed memory, preached a sort of 
funeral sermon tbe next Sunday from 
the text, " Clouds and darkness are 
joined about Him; righteousness and 
judgment are tbe habitation of Hts 
throne," and one of the hymns was 
that beginning " Servant of God, well 
done." 


There 
was 
an intense 
feeling 


of 
loyalty 
among 
the 
Ameri- 


can 
residents of tbe islands in 
those days to the United States, and 
the cause of tbe North during the 
war of the rebellion, then just closing, 
bad many warm friends here. Two 
Americans from the South, Mr. 
and Mrs? 
, were outspoken seces- 
sionists. They were saved from the 
despicable f ortu ne of beingcopperheads 
by the place of tbelr birth, however. 
The first decided foreign flavor I got of 
Honolulu was through guava jelly. 
I had come by way" of Panama, far 
more tropical and foreign in appear- 
ance than Honolulu, and bad seen the 
tropical vegetation there and at Aca- 
pulco, but bad never tasted guava 
jelly till I ate it here, and it was on the 
lunch table so constantly the first few 
weeks of my life in Honolulu, that the 
taste of It helps to revive my first im- 
pressions of the islands. And O, the 
mosqultos! and the suffering even to 
tears they caused me! My fresh, rich 
Northern blood, so unlnfected by 
mosquito virus, and which they easi- 
ly reached through tbe tender flesh of 
those years, furnished them a feast 
they did not neglect. Few of the bus- 
iness houses of thirty years ago re- 
main as they were—not more than 
two perhaps, the buildings 
being 


changed as well as the personnel of 
the firms. On Fort street the build- 
ing now used by Christian Gertz us 
shoe store was a dry goods store, either 
B. F. Ehlers or Fred Pfluger. May's 
grocery was then owned by Mr. 8av- 
idge who lived with his family in Mr. 
Irwin's town 
bouse. Waterhouse's 


No. 10 was a little wooden building, 
and just makai were the dressmaking 
rooms of Mrs. McDougall, and at the 
corner Mr. William McCandless' gro- 
cery store, now owned by Mclntyre 
Brothers, and all these were in wooden 
buildings. Across tbe street were Mr. 
Bartlett's grocery, and Mr. Ladd's 
hardware store, in which Mr. Sam 
Damon began his business career, and 
Mr. and Mrs. O'Neil's store. E. O. 
Hall sold drygoods in bis low wooden 
store as well as hardware, as did Cas- 
tle & Cooke in theirs. 
General Dlmond was partner, with 


his father, in a store on King street; 
Hoffichlaeger, Grinbanm, Hackfeld, 
Henck & von Holt, Janion, Green & 
Co., Walker & Allen, Brewer & Co., 
were well known business firms, with 
Bolles & Co. and Captain Snow as 
ship chandlers. A man by the name 
of Lawrence, and Mr. Robinson, father 
of Mark Robinson, were ship builders, 
partners together. Captain Oat had 
a 
sail 
loft 
somewhere 
on 
the 


wharf; Mossman a crockery store. 
Joe Roderlque was chief caterer and 
restaurant keeper, under waning for- 
tune, on my arrival. There were no 
hotels, except the Bailors' Home 1m- 
muculately kept by Mrs. Crabbe. 
Travelers or tourists who could not, 
find board or lodging at Mrs. Domluls' 
who kept tbe most fashionable board- 
ing house In town, found entertain- 
ment at the Sailors' Home, eating in 
another room from tbe sailors. 
Hoff- 


man and Stretz kept the priuclpal 
drug stores. Over rttretz's rooms, cor- 
ner of Fort and Hotel street", were 
Dr. Mott Smith's dental rooms where 
we had our teeth filled with soft gold 
while our mouths were stuffed with 
napkins for absorbing the moisture. 
No rubber dams In llio^o (lays. 


The physicians were Dr. Ford, easi- 


ly at the head, Dr. Hlllehrand anil 
the two MoKiiibhiH, and Dr Gillleau 
The pastor of Fort Btreet now tout hi 
Central I'nlon church—was Mr. Cor- 
win, a bright, biting minister, In 
whoso making n sharp lawyer was 
spoiled. Father Damon was the good 
shepherd of the Bethel. The choir of 


Fort Street in those days WUH unusu- 
ally flue, Mary Cooke, Bella HoM^n, 
Willie Hall being among ibeui. 
Mi™ 


Helen Judd was the faithful orismmi. 


But Ibere have tieeu more clmugrb 


in families aud hou«eljold.i t h a n in 
business. If 1 niuy be personal with- 
out offense, Miss Fauuy Paly WHS a 
very charming society young lady 
when I first came to this country, and 
no one of Commodore Puty's children 
was married. The Judds' household 
was broken by two deaths only, and 
at Sweet Home It consisted of Dr. 
Judd and his wife, the dear aged 
grandma, Auut Hattie, Miss Nellie, 
the present Chief Justice, then kuowu 
only as Frank and who had only late- 
ly put out his Blgu as lawyer, his 
brother Allen uinl Hattie Kills. Mr. 
von Holt, already with u. fatal dis- 
ease upon him, lived with his little 
family where the Mackintoshes now 
live, The French Minister of Foreign 
Affair?, de Varegine, 
lived where 


Captain Mist lives now. Mrs. Von 
Pflster's place was a well known valley 
residence, absorbed later with Judge 
Judd s premises. A house standing 
on Mr. P. C. Jones' present place was 
owned and occupied by Rev. Asa 
Thurston, grandfather of tbe 
Ha- 


waiian patriot Hon. L. A. Thurston, 
with his wife and widowed daughter, 
Mrs. Hayden. Rev. Lorrin Andrews 
was living with his wife opposite 
Mrs. J. 8. Walker's residence. Rev. 
A. Bishop lived with his second wife 
still farther 
up the valley. 
The 


Parkers, with their two daugthers 
Mary and Carrie, 11 red at Kaueobe. 
The Dimond family, unbroken except 
by the death of Mrs. Stangenwald, 
lived at tbe old homestead. 
The 


Waterbouse family, unbroken, except 
by the death of Mrs. Dlmond, were 
all at home. At tbe Mission, always 
spoken of in that way thirty years 
ago, lived the Chamberlains, mother, 
L,evi and Miss Mattie, tbe Cookes, tbe 
whole family except Mrs. Alexander; 
Dr. L. H. Gulick in the Kawatahao 
premises with a few native girls, as 
members cf his family, the beginning 
of tbe present seminary, and the 
Castles, all the family at home except 
Mrs. Hitchcock, 


Tne Gulicks, parent und daughter 


lived- near Punabou. 
Mir-s Ogden 


with her adopted daughters and her 
girls school where Mr. Drier now 
lives. Rev. Lowell Smith and fam- 
ily had gone to America fora year. 
Tne Armstrongs, 
mother, 
Jennie, 


Clara and Mela were at Stone House, 
Honolulu. The Emeisons were at 
Waialua, the Johnsons and Wilcoxes 
at Hanalei, tbe Rices at Lihue, the 
Doles and Smiths at Koloa, and the 
Rowells and Mrs. Whitney at Wai- 
mea, Kauai; Rev. S. E. Bishop and 
Dr. Baldwin at Labaina, the Alex- 
anders at Walluku, the Greens at 
Makawao, Maul, and the Coans, Wet- 
more, Reed, Hitchcocks, 
Lymans 


and Parises at different places on Ha- 
waii. 


Honolulu was not so enshrined in 


trees thirty years ago as now. The 
monkey-pofl was bare, tbe father of 
all the trees being one in Dr. Wood's 
yard where Dr. McGrew lives. From 
the Mission to Judge McCully's place 
there were but three, small algeroba 
trees on all tbe plain from the foot- 
hills of Tantalus to the sea. There 
were three fine, large algeroba trees 
on the makai side of King street at 
Judge McCully's at Pawaa, planted 
by Mr. Kmney, the former owner of 
that piece of land. The father of tbe 
royal palms stands in Mr. Hebron's 
grounds. During the rainy months 
of winter the kikanlas covered tbe 
plains with an extraordinary growth, 
so high almost to conceal a man on 
horseback, and the burrs were a pest 
to owners of horses. Beretania street 
was then only a road running mauka 
or makai, as the going was better 
here and there, never made and never 
mended, and with no dwelling bouse 
on it from Punchbowl street to Miss 
Ogden's. King street was a white, 
blinding road, shut off by a fence at 
Mr. McCully's place. The plain was 
unfenced and used as a highway 
wherever travelers chose to go. 


Politically the changes have been 


very great. In thirty years only 
one chief or chiefess bad been born, 
the young lady Kaiulani, daugh- 
ter of the 
Chiefess Likelike and 


Mr. Clegborn, a dry goods merchant 
of Honolulu. An attempt has been 
made to create some chiefs 
and 


chlefesses which has not been a 
brilliant success, Of tbe chiefs there 
have died, Victoria, Kalanaa, Ke- 
kuanoa, 
Lunahini, 
Leeliokobu, 


Lunalilo, Kanalna, Ruth, 
Queen 


Emma, Mrs. Bishop, Likelike, Kala- 
kaua, hU father and mother, Mrs. 
Rooke, with those of lower rank. 
Jane Jasper, a fine handsome woman 
still when I saw her in the last 
days of her wasted life, died in the 
hospital several years after I came. 
The old chiefs Kekuanoa Ruth, Kala- 
ma, Kanaina did not speak English. 
From uuch a list of births and deaths 
it would seem as if a change in the 
form of government was Inevitable in 
the ordinary course of events, unless 
a sovereign was chosen from 
the 


common people. 
Kamebameha V 


was king, reigning and ruling. His 
cabinet, to 
whom he was never 


treacherous, was Mr. Wyllie, foreign 
affairs, M. de Vangrie, finance, Dr. 
Hutchinson, interior and Mr. Hani, 
attorney-general. 
The government 


building was a little two-story house 
in what Is now the back yard of Mr. 
West's carriage manufacturing prem- 
ises, opposite the engine house and 
the bell tower. Tbe court house, far 
more impressive than the govern- 
ment house, was the coral building 
now owned and occupied by Hack- 
feld 
The court was Chief Justice 


Allen, Judges Robertson and Davis 
associates, Mr. McCully the clerk, 
afterwards the first associate justice 
of tbe same court. Mr Montgomery 
was police justice. The police court 
and station house was on King street 
near Nuuanu street, t i l l burned in 
1886, 
in the great fire in April of that 


year, and the ringing of the 9:30 bell 
was only discontinued by It* destruc- 
tion 
by 
fire 
at 
that 
time. 


The 
servants 
were 
mostly 
na- | 
lives—cooks, 
nurses, yaril boy and 


washerwoman.

" The old idea of a monopoly | 


was a business re&erved by govern- 
ment grant to a corporation in re- 
turn for a certain yearly payment. 
Thus the tobacco trade has been 
made a monopoly in some countries, 
partly for the revenue to be obtain- 
ed therefrom, partly for the easy 
regulation of the business. There 
can not, however, be a true monop- 
oly in any article which all men 
are free to make or eell. The trusts 
aim to get control of the market 
for one article or another by assoc- 
iating together all manufacturers 
or dealers, but the moment they 
get well started on a profitable busi- 
ness, based on their so-called mo- 
nopoly, some one else enters into 
competition. He must be under- 
sold or bought off, and no sooner 
has he been put out of the way be- 
fore another arises, and the process 
must be repeated. The time always 
comes when the trust has become 
so far inflated that it collapses, un- 
less indeed it has been sustained in 
some way by government grants or 
Favors. The temptation to get con- 
trol of a market so as to squeeze 
ihe buyer is very great, for fortunes 
may be made before natural com- 
petition has had a chance to organ- 
,ze, but in the end the self-consti- 
;uted trust or monopoly fails, for 
:he simple reason that it has, in 
reality, no exclusive authority to 
make or sell. 
Before it reaches the 


point of collapse, however, it may 
bave done great injury to the buy- 
ing public and to honeft competi- j 
,ors. 
For this reason lawmakers j 


should be especially careful not to ' 
jive the trusts or combines any ad- | 
vantage over the individual.

It is due the friends of Minister 


Wodehouse who have expressed 
more or less displeasure in conse- 
quence of the refusal of the Cab- 
inet 
officers 
to allow 
him 
to 


visit Mrs. Dominis, to state that 
the 
conditions 
which 
brought 


about the refusal were due to 
Mr. Wodehouse's action or bet- 
ter still his failure to act. 
In the 


official eye of the Republic of Ha- 
waii Mr. Wodehouse is as much 
the British Minister today as he 
was two years ago. 
Although he 


has left the country and for some- 
time past his position has b^en 
filled by 
Commissioner Hawes, 


this Government has never receiv- 
ed official notification of his with- 
drawal as the representative of 
Great Britain. Duritig his resi- 
dence on Maui he has enjoyed the 
immunities of a member of the 
diplomatic corps, notably the ex- 
emption from custom house charges 
on material brought into the coun- 
try for his use. 


Previous to his departure he 


made a request of the Government 
as a private citizen, when in point 
of fact the 
Government knows 


nothicg of Mr. Wodehouse, pri- 
vate citizen. 


Whether the failure to comply 


with the hard and fast rules of 
diplomatic usage 
WBS through 


oversight or a supreme dislike for 
the present regime it is not for 
this paper to say. It is neverthe- 
less true that his action may be 
regarded as a gross breach of diplo- 
matic courtesy. It is highly prob- 
able that Mrs. Wodehouse's request 
would have been granted had she 
not taken the say-so of one of the 
clerks of the Foreign office as final. 
Thus it will be eeen that if Minis- 
ter Wodehouse's friends believe he 
has suffered a wrong it has been 
the result of his own oversight. 
It 


is not usual for a man to carry the 
dignity of diplomacy one day and 
the freedom of a private citizen the 
next.

The government 


then and now established over Hawaii 
is entitled precisely to the same recog- 
nition as if it had obtained from time 
Immemorial. 
The recognition of it 


was a fully accomplished fact before 
President Cleveland was inaugurated. 
But, happily for Cleveland, Blount 
was as unsuccessful in Hawaii as 
Walker was in Nicaragua some thirty- 
five years ago. 
He did not lose his 


life, but his cause was as much lost as 
if be had paid the penalty of his ex- 
pedition hy hiadeath.—Chicago Inter-

It is now as fireproof as money 
and human ingenuity can make it, and no 
wood is used In Its construction. In ex- 
pense and beauty it far exceeds tho famous 
marble palace now owned by Mrs. Alva 
Vandorbllt, who rwently secured a divorce 
from her husband, WlLlkun K. Vanderbilt, 
and is said to bo without doubt tho finest 
private summer residence in the world. 


Tho old Breakers was destroyed by 


flro several years ago, and all its costly 
pictums. statuary and furnishings went 
up in smoke. Tho result was that when 
tho new building was planned the first 
consideration was to have it fireproof, so 
that future treasures of sculpture and art 
collected nt a great expenditure of time 
and money should not lie swept away in 
an hour by the hungry Dames.. Not oven 
a sliver of wood, it is said, has been util- 
ized in the building of the palace, and the 
substantial walls arc of Indiana limestone.

san Francisco, said that he did not 
hink there \\as any foundation for 
he news from Port Townsend that 
vessels have been loaded there with 
munitions of war for the Hawaiian 
slands, and 
that 
an uprising 


against the existing Government 
may take place next September A 
elegram published yesterday stat- 
d that the United States Govern- 
ment has instructed the Customs 
authorities of the Puget Sound dis- 
rict to prevent the fitting out of 
filibustering expeditions for Ha- 
waii. Mr. Wilder said that he had 
no information about such an or- 
der having been issued, and he did 
not know of any shipment of arms 
"rom Puget Sound ports. 


He was asked if Colonel Ashford, 


the Hawaiian exile, to whom the- 
jreparations for a revolution in the 
slands have been attributed, had 
jone to Port Townsend. 
Consul 


Wilder replied in the negative. It 
was suggested that he might have 
sent an agent north to attend to the 
arrangement for warfare. 


"No likelihood of that," an 


swered the young consul. "Ash- 
ford hasn't got the means to hire 
anybody or to purchase such sup- 
plies. 
That dispatch from Port 


Townsend says that 2000 men will 
be ready in September to take up 
arms against 
the Government. 


Where are the 2000 men to come 
from? They might get that many 
natives, but it would be foolhardy 
for them to begin a war with only 
natives in their army. 
To arm 


2000 men requires more money 
than Ashford or his associates have 
got or can raise. 
No person is go- 


ing to lend a large sum on the slim 
chance that the present Govern' 
ment is going to be overturned 
Certainly the money is not going 
to be obtained from any man who 
has interests in Hawaii, and it is 
very improbable that any one elee 
would advance funds." 


Mr. Wilder said that if there 


were any expeditions being fitted 
out at or near Port Townsend he 
would get reliable information, and 
he was willing to deny the correct- 
ness of the report from that place

BUGS FOR SAMOA. 


Mrs Stevenson Will Ship Preda- 


ceous Insects to Her Plantation.

sortment of the Australian lady- 
birds and other predatory insects 
that the California State Board of 
Horticulture has found to be so 
efficacious in destroying species of 
scale and other fruit pests. On 
the big plantation that the novel- 
ist established in beauty amid 
Samoan jungles, there are acres of 
coffee, orange, mango and other 
tropical fruit trees, and they are 
being ruined by scale. 


When Mrs. Stevenson called on 


Secretary Lelong and Entomolo- 
gist 
Craw at 
the 
horticulture 


bureau she had no specimens of 
her pests with her, and from her 
descriptions they seemed to be 
different from the species here. 
So Mrs. Stevenson cannot find out 
just what is blighting her mangoes 
and oranges, but she will ship to 
her plantation colonies of all the 
kinds of predaceoua insects which 
she will get from the horticultural 
bureau 
They will be turned loose 


to see if any of them will eat any 
of the pests down there.

PBACE IN ORIENT. 


John W. Foster Hms Faith in the Hilm- 


onoaebi Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—John W. 


Foster arrived in Washington today 
from China, where he had taken a 
conspicuous part in tbe diplomatic 
branches of tbe China-Japan conflict. 


In answer to inquiries, Mr. Foster 


made a statement in which he said 
there was good reason to expect per- 
manent peace between Japan and 
China as the result of the treaty of 
Shimonosefci. Tbe terms demanded 
by Japan may, he said, under the 
circumstances, be regarded as reason- 
abte, especially in view of tbe retro- 
cession of Liao Tung peninsula. The 
treaty has been observed and carried 
erst by China with scrupulous good 
faith, and her conduct in this respect 
has created a very favorable impres- 
-310n in Japan. 
The loan just concluded through 


Russian influence will enable CMna 
to pay tbe first installments of the in- 
•demity. These two installments cover 
half the indemnity, and the balance, 
extending over six years, will *>e a 
comparatively easy burden for tbe 
Chinese Government if any skill is 
shown in the management of tbe im- 
perial revenues. 
The country has 
great resources, and has never yet 
failed in its financial engagements. 
Hence, the peace concluded at Shi- 
moBoseki is not likely to be broken 
on account of the shortcomings of 
China. 


If a rupture occurs it is more likely 


to be brought about by the intermed- 
dling of the European powers. The in- 
tervention of .Russia on account of the 
terms of peaoe was not unexpected, 
and is not unnatural, in view of her 
predomioating interest ia Orient, and 
especially ou tbe North' Pacific coast 
•of Asia.

the Board of Health was held yes- 
terday afternoon.

Reynolds and Dr. J. K. Smith, 
brother of President Smith, and 
Government physician at Koloa. 


Dr. Monsarrat's reports were read 


and^filed. 


The alarming death rate among 


Chinese holding six months' resi- 
dence bonds attracted the attention 
of Executive Officer Reynolds, who 
had been suspicious regarding the 
matter for some time. An investi- 
gatien proved a conspiracy on the 
part of Chinese. The following re- 
port was made by the executive 
officer: 


"On July 29th a Chinese named 


Akwai, business agent applied for a 
certificate of burial for a Chinese 
named Akeona (k), aged 39, who, he 
reported, died up Nuuanu valley. He 
Sreduced a death certificate signed by 
r. Leong Keng Liong, and received 


a certificate of burial. 


Soon after, a Chinese hack driver 


came for a certificate for a Chinese 
named Lo Nee, aged 40, and produced 
a death certificate also signed by Dr. 
Leong Keng Liong. This man was 
also supposed to have died up the 


• Nuuanu valley. 


As I have been suspicious for some 


time that there were more certificates 
applied for tban than there were actual 
deaths, I sent Agent McVeigh up the 
valley to investigate, and be found 
that the only death that had occurred 
was that of an old Chinaman named 
Tong Gow, aged 62, a resident of these 
islands for 20 years, married to a native 
woman. He was being buried with 
the certificate got for Lo Nee, who Is 
a bonded six months resident, and was 
the only Chinaman burled that day in 
Panoa. 


Upon inquiring why the body of 


Akeona was not buried, we were told 
that Akeona only died for thirty min- 
utes and afterwards came to life again; 
that they (the doctor and Akwai) 
think that he will soon die again, bat 
perhaps for only a little while and 
perhaps forever. 
Akeoua is also a 


bonded six months resident. 
Six 


burial certificates have been given by 
me this month on the production of 
certificates of death by Leong Keng 
Toug, and I think that investigation 
would prove them all false. 


As far as the bond cancelling swin- 


dle is concerned, I have notbing to do, 
but the making of false entries in tbe 
records of death is a matter that the 
Board of Health ought to have power 
to stop and punish the offending par- 
ties " 


President Smith explained the 


law regulating burial permits. It 
is belioved some one is forging the 
name of Agent Reynolds to burial 
certificates.

ality die burial is made under 
name of some one holding a resi

Dr. Woods thought the license o: 


the Chinese doctor should be im- 
mediately cancelled, in order to 
make a start in stopping the prac- 
tice complained of. 


The executive 
officer waa in- 


structed to follow up the matter, 
and to make an inspection of all 
dead Chinamen. 
If any help was 


required, he should call on the po- 
lice department. 


Letters were read fiom Agent 


Meyers at the settlement, giving 
details of affairs there.

MINING UNDER THE SEA. 


Vessels Take on Their Cargoes at 


the Very Month of the Mine. 


It is proposed to carry into effect a 


project which aims at bringing from 
far below the lowest depths of 
Sydney harbor, New Sonth Wales, 
the coal which geologists had pre- 
dicted would be found there, and 
which has actually been tested by 
diamond drill borings. Traasport, in 
a recent issue, contains a very flatter 
ing account of the scheme now being 
floated on the London market, from 
which the following particulars are 
obtained: Important coal fields had 
been developed both north and south 
of Sydney—at Newcastle and Bnlli 
—but up to the present the interven- 
ing area has been left practically un- 
touched, although plainly shown on 
the government geological maps of 
40 years ago. The unquestionable 
advantages which would follow the 
opening of coal mines in the very 
heart of the capital of the colony, 
have led to the f >rmation of a com- i 
pany, and induce our contemporary 
to take a most sanguine view of the 
outlook. Sydney is an important 
shipping port, where the lines of 
many steamship companies converge, 
and the coal, of the bed in question 
is in demand for bunker use and ex- 
port. The borings were made under 
the superintendent of the miners de- 
partment of New Sonth Wales, part- 
ly on account of geological interest 
and partly with the very practical 
ulterior view of raising revenue. The 
seam was found within 30 feet of the 
depth predicted by the geologists, in 
a bore hole 2700 feet deep. For 1500 
feet the borings passed through a 
compact sandstone, claimed to be 
impermeable to water. The seam it- 
self is 10 feet 3 inches thick, of which 
6 feet is clean coal free from sand. 
The shafts to be sunk will be within 
200 feet of deep water, so that 
the situation will be unique, the sav- 
ing on cost of transportation from 
the nearest mines now working be- 
ing about 75 cents to $1 a ton. The 
parent company has secured a sur- 
face site of small extent, but has con- 
cessions over 1400 acres 
below 


ground (and water), and it is expect- 
ed that several other collieries will 
be started, for which there is said to 
be room. 


There is nothing extraordinary in 


mining under water, as implied in 
the statements. 


This has been done on the Cornish 


coast and in the copper and iron 
mines of Michigan at Silver lalit, 
Lake Superior, bnt the opening of 
great collieries in a large shipping 
port, with a delivery from the shaft 
mouth directly into vessels along- 
side, is something which only the 
mines of Washington and British 
Columbia can rival. It is also pro- 
posed to utilize the smaller coal, 
screened from the banker coal, for a 
large electric installation and also to 
make coke and establish local smelt- 
ng works.

STARVED INTO MUTINY. 


A famous mutiny on shipboard oame to 


pass in this way: When the ship, which had 
sailed from London, was well down the 
Channel, it was fonnd that the provisions 
intended for the nse of the crew were rotten 
and, of coarse, uneatable. The men com-* 
plained to tbe captain, who promised to pat 
into some near port aud exchange tbe bad 
stores for good, lie failed to seep his word, 
and ag the poor sailors couldn't sail the ship 
10,000 miles on empty stomachs, they killed 
the captain and mate, helped themselves to 
the cabin provisions held high jinks fur a 
few weeks, and finally scuttled tbe ship, pnt 
off in the boats, and were all lost bat three. 
Tbe captain could have prevented all this if 
he had cbosen to; but perhaps the owners 
nnd he had pat up tbe bad job on the men. 
Very likely, aad Rot served out for it. They 
were both criminals and fools. 


But there are ships that must needs sail to 


the end of tbe voyage with only the original 
stores. Come what may, they can't go back 
or pnt into any port. Some are well found 
and others badly; and so voyages differ. 


To modif\ the illustration, the latter kiDd 


of vessels »r« human beings. At birth we 
sail on a voyHge, which by rights onght to 
be seventy years long. But how many of us 
continue on the Sea of Life that long? 
Very few comparatively. Most of us go 
down sooner. Why? Because we recklessly, 
carelessly, or ignorantly waste the stock of 
f ital force with which Nature endows ns at 
the start. There are no meat shops or 
bakeries on the Atlantic, nor are there any 
places after birth where we can beg or buy 
more "life."1 
1 his is perfectly plain tome. 
Is it plain to yon? I am afraid it isn't. 
Let's see whether a little incident will 
through light on it. 
Mr. Henry Fish had been a fortunate 


man. His forbears had done well by him. 
Up to tbe Autumn of 1890 he could say, "I 
have always been strong and healthy." For 
thirty years he had worked as painter for 
one employer. He must have been not only 
a healthy man, but a good painter. So far 
his "vitality," his constitution, bad been 
equal to all demands on it. It had endured 
a lot of hard work, resisted the weather, and 
digested his food. Then it refused to go on. 
It struck work. It wouldn't make sail or 
pull an oar. In plain English the symptoms 
or signs of the trouble were these: Loss of 
appetite, bad taste in the month, terrible 
pains after eating, yellow eyes and skin, and 
rheumatic gout in tbe feet.
